The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1,3-19, and 21-27 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest the entire combination of elements of the tape drive system 
set forth including at least one receiver projection provided on the receiver; and at least one 
linearly moveable actuator comprising at least one cam engaging the at least one receiver 
projection such that as the actuator moves horizontally, each cam engages one of the 
receiver projections to effect movement of the receiver. None of the references of the prior art 
teach or suggest the configuration of the receiver projection and the movable actuator as

advanced above and such do not provide the necessary motivation, absent applicant's 
specification, for modifying the tape drive system in the manner required by the claims.
